HISTORY OF A DIAMOND.

believe, forming part of the Crowu 
Jewels of England, which has a singu- 
lar history appertaining to it.

having lost his throne, employed a des- 
cendant of this family, who was com- 
mander of the Swiss troops in his ser- 
vice, to proceed to Switzerland for the 
purpose of recruiting- his forces from 
that country ; and, having no immedi- 
ate pecuniary resources at command, 
he persuaded the same gentleman to 
borrow of his family the Sancy dia- 
mond, in order to deposit with the 
Swiss government as security for the 
payment of the troops. 
Accordingly, 


the diamond was despatched for this 
purpose by a confidential domestic, who 
disappeared and could no where be 
heard of for a great length of time. 
At 


last, however, it was ascertained that he 
had been stopped by robbers and as- 
sassinated, and his body buried in a fo- 
rest. 
And such confidence had his 


master in the prudence and probity of 
his servant, that he searched and at 
last discovered the place of his burial, 
and had the corpse disinterred, when 
the diamond was found in his stomach, 
he having swallowed it when attacked 
by the robbers.

are proposed, is unfit to be the repre- 
sentative of a free people—let him go 
and serve the rotten boroughs of Eng- 
land.

every quarter, 


they have been shipped to the port of 
Hull, and thence 
forwarded 
to the 


Yorkshire bone-grinders, who have e- 
rected steam engines and powerful ma- 
chinery, for the purpose of reducing 
tjiem to ?, granulary stale. 
In this con- 


dition they are sent chiefly to Doncas- 
ter, one of the largest agricultural mar- 
kets in that part of the country, and 
are there sold to the farmers to manure 
their lands. 
The oily substance grad- 


ually evolving as the bone calcines, 
makes a more substantial manure than 
almost any other substance—particu- 
larly human bones. 
It is now ascer- 


tained, beyond a doubt, by actual expe- 
riment upon an extensive scale, that a 
dead soldier is a most valuable article 
of commerce; and for aught we know 
to the contrary, the good farmers of 
Yorkshire are, in a great measure, in- 
debted to the bones of their children 
for their daily bread. 
It is certainly a 


singular fact, that Grttat Britain should 
have sent out such multitudes of sol- 
diers to fight its battles upon the conti- 
nent of Europe, and should then import 
their bones as an article of commerce 
to fatten their boil.— Knglish paper.

soil, had no assurance when they sow- 
ed, that they should ever reap, or of en- 
joying the fruits of their labors when 
harvested ; and the miserable seeds- 
man on the banks ©!' the Nile has often 
been seen appeasing the rapacity of the 
ferocious Arab, by sharing with him 
the grain prepared for depositing in 
the ground. 
The present Pacha of E- 


gypl, Muhnmud Ali, though laboring 
under the numerous disadvantages, 
which a want of education, and know- 
ledge of the world must necessarily 
produce, has proved himself a prince 
of more than ordinary talents, sound 
judgment, and deep discernment.— 
Under his control, Egypt has progres- 
sed in improvement with a rapidity un- 
paralleled. 
He has established a vigi- 


lant police throughout the whole coun- 
try, so that the travellers are as safe 
there as in the countries of Europe; 
agriculture flourishes, and the delta of 
the Nile, so celebrated in the annals of 
antiquity for its fertility, is once more 
becoming the garden of the world, its 
wheat and cotton having been already 
exported in large quantities to Europe. 
Nominally, Egypt is subjected to the 
Court of Constantinople, but in fact is 
free. 
The Pacha, conscious of his 


strength, defies the power of the Grand 
Seignor, and he, equally conscious oi 
his inability !to compel submission, 
contents himself with his nominal au- 
thority, receiving such acts of oDedi- 
ence as the Pacha sees fit to yield.— 
Whatever may be the present state of. 
Egypt, her history will continue to be 
interesting, as the land of pyramids, 
catacombs and mysteries, the Ptole- 
mies, the birth place of Euclid and the 
schools of Alexandria.

truth of those reports which have been 
circulated to the disparagement of Mr. 
Randolph, charging him with an ab

note, put his hand into the book, in a 
familiar way, and took it out.

He was descried by every bo-

There was then no doubt that he 


would be convicted. 


In the mean time, another man, who 


was attending court, heard of the cir- 
cumstances, and recollected having re- 
ceived what purported to be thirty-five 
dollars, on the same day. from the len- 
der, above mentioned. 
He went home, 


and examined the money. 
Neither 


himself or wife being able to read, all 
that they could determine was that 
there were three notes, which he had 
taken as ten dollars each, and one as 
five—and that one of the tens was un- 
like the others. 
He brought the mon- 


ey to the court-house ihe nexi clay—• 
handed it lo ihe Solicitor, explained 
the circumstances of his having re- 
ceived it the day before. 
On examina- 


tion one of the bills supposed to have 
been paid for ten, turned out to be a 
hundred bill. This explained the loss. 
The borrower was brought out of jail, 
relieved from all suspicion of crime, 
and restored to his rights and privile- 
ges as a member of the Grand Jury—- 
and to his standing- in society.—Jour.
